NEITHER LOCAL OAU OFFICE, BENIN MISSION (MARCH SECURITY 
COUNCIL PRESIDENT), AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN (KENYA) NOR 
UN SECRETARIAT HAD FURTHER INFORMATION CONCERNING REPORTED 
OAU REQUEST THAT AFRICAN GROUP AT UN ASK FOR SC MEETING 
TO DISCUSS ALLEGED SOUTH AFRICAN "AGGRESSION" IN ANGOLA. 
TANZANIANS SAID THEY HAVE ASKED FOREIGN OFFICE IN DAR 
ES SALAAM TO ADVISE WHETHER TANZANIA, AS SC MEMBER, SHOULD 
TAKE INITIATIVE IN REQUESTING MEETING. THEY CONFIRMED THAT 
OTHER AFRICANS IN NEWYORK ARE SIMILARLY CONFUSED, 

AND FURTHER DISCUSSION MAY HAVE TO AWAIT MARCH 15 RETURN 
TO NEW YORK OF OAU OBSERVER. BRITISH SAID TANZANIAN PERMREP 
SALIM SEEMED SURPRISED WHEN TOLD THAT CUBAN ROLE IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA WAS BOUND TO BE AIRED IF DEBATE HELD. USUN HEARD 
SEPARATELY THAT SALIM AND OTHER AFRICANS ARE PREPARING 
SCENARIO OF DEBATE AND EVEN LANGUAGE OF A DRAFT RESOLUTION. 
SOUTH AFRICAN MISSION BELIEVES THAT ADDIS OAU MEETING

AFRICAN VOTING WITH SOVIETS AT THE UN- 
WHILE MORE FREQUENT EXAMPLES OF SPLITS WITHIN THE AFRICAN 
BLOC HAVE BEEN OBSERVED, THERE IS MUCH EVIDENCE TO INDICATE 
THAT VOTING PATTERNS OF SPECIFIC AFRICAN STATES AT THE 
UN REFLECT INCREASINGLY SLAVISH SUPPORT FOR COMMUNIST GOALS. 
ON MANY QUESTIONS, THE DEDICATION OF CERTAIN AFRICANS IN 
LINING UP WITH MOSCOW SHOWS LITTLE DIFFERENTIATION

ELIMANE KANE (MAURITANIA), ILO LIAISON REPRESENTATIVE IN NEW 
YORK, URGED THAT USG PREPARE IN ADVANCE AND HAVE FORCEFUL 
POSITIONS TO MAKE AT FORTHCOMING ILO SESSION. HE VOLUNTEERED

BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCOMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING - 

THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING OF THE ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL SECTORS OF THE UN SYSTEM CONCLUDED ITS SESSION MARCH 4, 

AFTER ADOPTING BY CONSENSUS THE DRAFT DECISIONS AND GUIDELINES 
FOR THE INTERSESSIONAL WORKING GROUP THAT HAD BEEN WORKED 
OUT BY THE CONTACT GROUP. THE US JOINED THE CONSENSUS 
AND INDICATED ITS CONTINUING RESERVATIONS REGARDING 
RELEVANT PORTIONS OF GA RESOLUTION 3362 OF THE 7TH SPECIAL 
SESSION. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE WORKING GROUP MEETINGS 
SHOULD BE CONCENTRATED APRIL 12 THROUGH 23. WITH THE 
POSSIBILITY OF ADDITIONAL MEETINGS UP TO JUNE 1. 

THE CONTACT GROUP, WHICH REACHED AGREEMENT ON GUIDELINES 
BASED ON THE WORKING PAPERS PRESENTED BY THE US, THE GROUP OF 77, AND 
THE EC-9, ALSO AGREED THAT THE SECRETARY GENERAL, AS 
CHAIRMAN OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE COMMITTEE ON COORDINATION, 

SHOULD BE ASKED TO PRESENT OPTIONS AND ALTERNATIVE COURSES 
OF ACTION REGARDING PROBLEM AREAS. THE CONTACT GROUP ALSO 
AGREED THAT THE SECRETARY GENERAL SHOULD BE INVITED TO 
SUBMIT AN ORGANIZATIONAL CHART SHOWING THE COORDINATION 
RESPONSIBILTIES ASSIGNED TO THE VARIOUS INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
AND SECRETARIAT BODIES. THE MALAGASY REPRESENTATIVE, 

SPEAKING FOR THE GROUP OF 77, SAID THAT THE GROUP FIRMLY 
BELIEVED THAT THE PARAMOUNT OBJECTIVE OF RESTRUCTURING IS 
TO MAKE PROGRESS IN IMPLEMENTING THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER AND THE CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES 
OF STATES. (USUN 841) 

AD HOC COMMITTEE ON WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE - 

AS GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED, THE COMMITTEE HEARD VIEWS MARCH 3 
AND 4 OF 10 DELEGATIONS. CHAIRMAN HOVEYDA (IRAN) APPEALED 
FOR MORE DELEGATIONS TO TAKE PART. AS THINGS STOOD, HE 
SAID, WHEN THE COMMITTEE RECESSED MARCH 5 AFTER THE FIRST 
STAGE OF ITS WORK ONLY 13 OF ITS 43 MEMBERS WOULD HAVE TAKEN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE FLOOR. HE HAD NOT NOTED AN ABSENCE OF WILL IN THE 
COMMITTEE; HE LEFT IT TO THE COMMITTEE TO INTERPRET THE 
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STATISTICS HE HAD MENTIONED. 

STRONG SUPPORT FOR CONVENING A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 
WAS EXPRESSED BY POLAND (DRAFTING SPECIFIC AGENDA ITEMS 
SHOULD BE ONE OF MAIN TASKS OF THE WORKING GROUP), 

PERU (DENOUNCED ARMS RACE AT LENGTH), BULGARIA, HUNGARY, 

USR (COULD NOT BE A ONE-SIDED REDUCTION OF MILITAY 
BUDGETS), MONGOLIA AND GDR. SUPPORT IN PRINCPLE FOR SUCH 
A COFERENCE WAS INDICATED BY FRANCE, ITALY AND JAPAN, 

BUT THEY STRESSED THAT THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON STATES WAS A PREREQUISITE FOR A MEANINGFUL CONFERENCE. 
SPAIN (ELIAS) STATED THERE COULD BE NO DISARMAMENT WITHOUT 
SECURITY AND THE QUESTION OF STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY MUST BE PART OF THE COMMITTEE S DISCUSSION IF IT WAS 
TO E REALISTIC. HUNGARY (JOZAN) DECLARED THAT THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD NOT ACCEPT AS AN OBSTACLE THE FACT THAT "A LEADER 
OF A NUCLEAR POWER IGNORES THE EXPRESSION OF DETENTE OR 
DECIDES TO HOLD DISCUSSIONS ONLY THROUGH STRENGTH." 

PEACEKEEPING COMMITTEE - 

THE COMMITTEE, MEETING MARCH 4 FOR THE FIRST TIME IN 1976, 

DECIDED TO AUTHORIZE ITS 13-NATION WORKING GROUP TO RENEW 
ITS EFFORTS TO WORK OUT AGREED GUIDELINES AND FOCUS ATTENTION 
ON "SPECIFIC QUESTIONS RELATED TO THE PRACTICAL IMPLEMENTATION 
OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS”. THE 1972 DECISION WAS 
RECONFIRMED THAT THE REPRESENTATIVE OF NIGERIA SHOULD SERVE 
AS CHAIRMAN; REPRESENTATIVES OF BRAZIL. CANADA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
AND JAPAN AS VICE CHAIRMEN; AND OF EGYPT AS RAPPORTEUR. 
STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY THE REPRESENT ATIES OF CANADA, 
ARGENTINA, ROMANIA, UK, AUSTRIA, US, USSR, BRAZIL AND FRANCE. 
CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) SUGGESTED THAT SEVERAL ISSUES 
POSSESS THE POTENTIALITY FOR COMPROMISE IF SUFFICIENT 
INGENUITY, GOODWILL AND WILLINGNESS TO SACRIFICE ARE APPLIED, 
AND HE APPEALED TO MEMBERS "TO SHOW GREATER ACCOMMODATION 
IN THE SEARCH FOR AN AGREEMENT". 

CANADA, ARGENTINA, US AND FRANCE WERE AMONG THOSE WHO 
FAVORED CONCENTRATING WORKING GRROUP EFFORTS INTO SESSIONS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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LASTING TWO OR THREE WEEKS. ROMANIA, WHICH "INSISTED" 

THAT THE WORKING GROUP BE OPEN TO ALL MEMBERS WISHING TO 
ATTEND, INTENDED TO ALEBORATE ON ITS PROPOSALS MADE PREVIOUSLY 
CONCERNING RECOGNITION OF THE RIGHT OF ALL MEMBER STATES 
TO PARTICIPATE, ON THE BASIS OF ROTATION, IN UN PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATIONS, RIGHT OF THE GA TO GIVE INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE 
USE OF MILITARY FORCES ESTABLISHED UNDER UN AUSPICES, 

AND NEED FOR PRIOR CONSENT OF STATES CONCERNED REGARDING 
NATIONAL COMPOSITION OF UN PEACEKEEPING FORCES. 
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CANADA FAVORED WORKING GROUP AGENDA CONSISTING OF ITEMS ON 
WHICH IT WAS LIKELY THAT PROGRESS COULD BE MADE. ARGENTINA. 

ON BEHALF OF NON-ALIGNED MEMBERS, BELIEVED AGENDA SHOULD BE 
BASED ON GA RESOLUTION: PREPARATION OF AGREED GUIDELINES; 
CONSIDERATION OF SPECIFIC QUESTIONS RELATED TO PRACTICAL 
IMPLEMENTATION OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS. US (LORENZ) 

FAVORED, AS DID AUSTRIA AND BRAZIL, MORE INTERACTION BETWEEN 
THE COMMITTEE AND THE WORKING GROUP. RESERVATIONS ON 
OPENING THE WORKING GROUP TO ALL DELEGATIONS WERE EXPRESSED 
BY THE US, USSR AND BRAZIL. USSR (OVINNIKOV) WAS WILLING 
TO DISCUSS PRACTICAL QUESTIONS RELATED TO PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATIONS, BUT OPPOSED DEVOTING MOST ATTENTION TO SUCH 
MATTERS, AND BELIEVED NO PROGRESS WOULD BE MADE IF THE 
WORKING GROUP DEALT WITH "EXCESSIVELY TECHNICAL QUESTIONS". 
CANADA HAD IN MIND SENDING SOME OF ITS OWN OFFICERS WHO HAD 
TAKEN PART IN PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS TO APPEAR AS 
"EXPERT WITNESSES." DURING THE DISCUSSION, CEAUSU HAD 
INTERVENED AT LEAS FOUR TIMES IN SUPPORT OF FULL PARTICIPATION 
IN THE WORKING GROUP, AND ASSERTED THAT ROMANIA INTENDED 
TO EXERCISE ITS RIGHTS NOT AT THE INVITATION OF OTHER 
STATES BUT AS IT DEEMED FIT. CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN, SUMMMING 
UP. SAID THERE SEEMED AGREEMENT ON THE AGENDA AND ON THE 
IDEA THAT EFFORTS OF THE WORKING GROUP SHOULD BE CONCENTRATED, 
BUT ONLY ROMANIA WANTED AN OPEN-ENDED WORKING GROUP. 
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COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE- 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CHAIRMAN FALL (SENEGAL), REPORTING TO THE COMMITTEE MARCH 
4 ON HIS MEETING WITH THE SECRETARY GENERAL CONCERNING SUMMARY 
RECORDS, STATED THAT UNDER A NOT ENTIRELY SATISFACTORY 
COMPROMISE VERBATIM TRANSCRIPTS MADE FROM THE SOUND RECORDINGS 
OF THE MEETINGS WOULD BE MADE AVAILABLE TO THE COMMITTEE 
IN ENGLISH AND FRENCH. THE COMMITTEE AGREED TO EXAMINE 
THE TRANSCRIPT OF THE MARCH 4 MEETING, AND IF IT WAS 
UNSATISFACTORY TO TAKE THE MATTER UP AGAIN WITH THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL. THE CHAIRMAN REPORTED THAT ARRANGEMENTS 
COULD BE MADE FOR A MINIMUM OF ONE MEETING A DAY, BUT 
THE COMMITTEE WOULD BE ASKED TO BE FLEXIBLE IF EMERGENCY 
SC MEETINGS WERE CALLED. THE SECRETARY GENERAL HAD SAID 
HE WOULD CONSIDER THE REQUEST FOR ENLARGING THE COMMITTEE'S 
SECRETARIAT. THE PLO ACCEPTED THE INVITATION TO PARTICIPATE 
AS AN OBSERVER AND MAKE THE OPENING GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT 
MARCH 9. OBSERVER STATUS FOR SYRIA, LIBYA AND EGYPT WAS 
AGREED WITHOUT OBJECTION. TERZI (PLO) ASKED ABOUT SENDING 
A FACT-FINDING MISSION TO THE AREA OF CONFLICT, AND NOTED 
PLO WOULD MAKE SUCH A PROPOSAL. 

SEVERAL DELEGATIONS THOUGHT ANY DECISION WOULD BE PREMATURE, 

AND ALLAF (SYRIA) DURING SHARP EXCHANGE QUESTIONED USE 
OF THE TERM "FACT-FINDING" SINCE THE FACTS WERE ALREADY 
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WELL ESTABLISHED, AND ASSERTED THE COMITE WAS BECOMING A 
"THEATER OF THE ABSURD". 

NORTH KOREANS ATTACK US AT PRESS CONFERENCE- 

AT MARCH 4 PRESS CONFERENCE AT UN HEADQUARTERS, NORTH KOREAN 
OBSERVER KWON LAUNCHED SHARP ATTACK ON US, CHARGING US IS 
PROMOTING NEW WAR IN KOREA WHICH MAY COME AT ANY MOMENT. 

HE ACCUSED US OF STIRRING UP SOUTH KOREA UNNECESSARILY; 
BRINGING IN NEW BOMBERS, 4,000 MORE TROOPS, SOLID FUEL 
EQUIPMENT, MISSILES AND PLANES; REENFORCING TROOPS ALONG 
DEMARCATION LINE; STRENGTHENING BASES IN JAPAN IN COOPERATION 
WITH JAPANESE GOVERNMENT; AND CONDUCTING WARTIME EXERCISES 
IN OKINAWA, INCLUDING NUCLEAR. IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS, 

HE CLAIMED THAT THE US IS A "RINGLEADER" READY TO TAKE ANY 
CHANCE TO PROMOTE WAR, AND HE CALLED FOR IMMEDIATE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 1975 GA RESOLUTION CALLING FOR 
DISSOLUTION OF THE UN COMMAND, WITHDRAWAL OF US FORCES AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REUNIFICATION. (USUN-848) 

MOZAMBIQUE AND RHODESIAN SANCTIONS- 

UN SPOKESMAN READ A STATEMENT TO THE PRESS, "ATTRIBUTABLE 
TO SECRETARY GENERAL" WALDHEIM, WHICH STATED THAT MEASURES 
TAKEN BY MOZAMBIQUE EMPHASIZED THE GRAVITY OF THE RHODESIAN 
SITUATION AND URGENT NEED FOR SOLUTION. IT ADDED THAT THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL IS CONFIDENT THAT THE UN WILL RESPOND 
FAVORABLY TO ANY MOZAMBIQUE REQUEST FOR ASSISTANCE TO OFFSET
